The table of statistics shows that the average attendance 
for the district is slightly lower and the percent of attend- 
ance practically the same. The amount of tardiness per 
pupil is higher on account of the large amount of tardiness 
at the South School. We hope that the pupils concerned will 
take pride in reducing the amount of tardiness in this school 
during the present year. The total number of pupils regis- 
tered for the year was 83. In addition three pupils attended 
elementary school at Bradford and 15 went to high school 
in other districts. This means 101 pupils residing in the 
district and attending public schools, a decrease of seven 
from last year. 


The annual report of the School Nurse, Miss Ruth B. 
Whitcomb, indicates that 41 pupils had defective teeth, and 
6 defective vision. There were 17 cases of whooping cough, 
and 12 of measles. 


At the South School the equipment would be improved by 
the installation of running water for the use of the pupils. 
There should also be better opportunity for getting water at 
the Baker Hill School. Owing to the terrain it would be 
difficult to pipe running water into this school building, but 
some arrangement might possibly be made to dig a nearby 
well. The septic toilet recently installed at Baker Hill 
School has proven very satisfactory. It does not have the 
odor which usually attends chemical toilets, and has not 
frozen. It involves no expense for chemicals. The later 
item usually amounts to $8-$10 per toilet during the year. 
As soon as the chemical toilets now in use in the other schools 
need repairs they should be replaced by the septies. 

During the year good progress was made by the pupils of 
the schools. This is due to the response of the pupils to the
